No  quest  can  be  without  its  leaders  and  the  school  was  well 
served  by  the  sound  and  dynamic  leadership  of  the  governing 
board,  the  Headmaster  Mr.  Ross  and  two  Assistant  Headmasters, 
Mr.  Garvey  and  Mrs.  Pennells.  Mrs.  Andrea Pennells  was  only  re- 
centiy  appointed  to  that  lofty  position  and  has  bequeathed  to  me  the 
Herculean  task  of  producing  the  Brentonian  yearbook.  (We  all 
have  our  torches  to  bear)  In  addition  to  leadership  provided  by  the 
fine  efforts  of  a  dedicated  teaching  staff,  the  students  have  been 
well  served  by  the  Head  Prefect,  Asha  Rao,  (who  served  as  editor 
of  the  yearbook  in  her  spare  time)  and  other  student  "knights  of  the 
round  table"  who  took  on  responsibilities  as  prefects,  grad  council 
members,  student  activity  committee  members  or  captains  of 
teams.  The  aim  was  described  by  Mr.  Ross: 

"Fine  Arts,  Athletics  and  Academic  Studies  provide  the  oppor- 
tunity for  an  individual  to  make  commitments,  to  test  his  or  her 
talent,  to  learn  new  skills,  and  to  develop  intense,  stimulating, 
personal  relationships.  If  teachers  and  coaches  are  committed,  if 
the  participants  are  motivated,  exciting  levels  of  growth  are 
achieved.  Learning  as  much  from  our  losses  as  we  did  from  our 
wins,  growing  as  much  from  constructive  critique  as  we  did  from 
approval,  Brentwoodhas  had  a  marvellously  productive  year." 

This  statement  I  feel  summarizes  the  quest  we  embark  on  every 
year.  However,  each  year  is  unique  as  expressed  in  the  word  'once' 
in  the  familiar  fairy  tale  introduction.  Moreover,  the  idea  that  it 
happened  "upon  a  time"  gives  a  sense  of  ascendancy  -  an  idea  of 
rising  above  our  times  in  response  to  obstacles  and  challenge. 

This  "time"  at  Brentwood  highlighted  so  eloquently  in  the 
Headmaster's  address  which  follows,  sees  the  graduates  passing 
on  to  new  lives  and  also  marks  the  occasional  changing  of  the  guard 
on  staff.  One  remarkable  woman  who  has  provided  exceptional 
service  to  the  school  for  twenty-eight  years  is  Mrs.  Ella  Hallet.  In 
coordinating  the  food  services  on  campus  she  has  touched  the  lives 
of  all  who  have  worked  at  Brentwood  or  been  educated  there.  Her 
accomodating  spirit  has  made  her  impact  all  the  more  powerful 
over  a  period  of  years  which  may  now  seem  to  her  a  fleeting  span 
filled  with  happy  memories  -  "small  time,  but  in  that  small  so 
greatly  lived . . ."  It  is  my  pleasure,  as  her  friend  and  colleague  to 
dedicate  this  book  to  her  with  thanks. 

And  so  "jumping  o'er  times"  I  leave  the  fantasy  kingdom  to 
those  who  wish  to  peruse  it  in  this  chronicle.  It  is  my  hope  that  all 
the  characters  in  this  story  will  live  happily  ever  after.  To  all  my 
ardent  yearbook  workers,  my  harem  (as  Mr.  Pennells  described  it), 
I  give  my  heartfelt  thanks.  I  have  truly  enjoyed  working  with  them. 
A  special  note  of  appreciation  to  Kate  Blake  who  took  over  so  often 
when  the  work  was  lagging  and  to  Kate  Hennessy  and  Asha  Rao 
who  remained  behind  for  a  few  days  after  the  school  year  in  order 
to  help.  All  those  who  submitted  articles  or  photography  will,  I 
hope,  be  rewarded  in  the  enjoyment  of  these  pages,  but  I  must  ac- 
knowledge my  debt  to  Pirn  Richters  and  Gerry  Pennells,  the  main 
photographers,  and  Andrea  Pennells,  the  advisor  to  the  advisor. 
Finally,  to  Catherine  Kinkead,  my  tireless  and  ever-cheerful  sec- 
retary who  typed  every  word  that  is  in  this  book,  many,  many 
thanks  and  a  fond  farewell.

Extracts  from  the 
Headmaster's  Address 

June  20, 1992 


What  would  be  a  very  lengthy  chronicle 
of  events  cannot  be  given  today,  but  the 
story  of  our  year  will  be  published  in  detail 
in  the  Brentonian  Annual  and  in  Insight, 
our  major  publication.  They  tell  you  more 
of  the  flavour  of  our  School.  Before  com- 
mencing the  summary  of  our  academic 
record  and  prize-giving,  I  will  take  a  few 
minutes  to  highlight  inspiring  moments  and 
to  make  three  or  four  observations  which  I 
found  most  encouraging  upon  reflection 
about  the  athletic  and  Fine  Arts  programmes 
offered  here. 

Firstly,  and  notwithstanding  our  limited 
numbers,  the  remarkable  achievements  of 
our  girls  in  competition  with  much  larger 
schools,  were  most  impressive.  Provin- 
cially  ranked  in  field  hockey,  volleyball, 
basketball  and  racquet  sports,  and  promi- 
nent nationally  in  rowing,  our  women  ath- 
letes from  all  grade  levels  are  clearly  a  very 
exceptional  group.  Some  are  very  talented 
and  others  find  their  power  rooted  in  com- 
mitment and  training.  They  have  been 
impressive  and  I  congratulate  them. 

The  second  point  focuses  on  the  athletic 


energy  and  motivation  provided  by  the  stu- 
dent in  Grades  8  through  11.  I  think  our 
seniors  will  agree  that  we  have  a  veritable 
juggernaut  emerging  from  these  grade  lev- 
els. Dominant  junior  teams  representative 
of  rugby,  basketball,  racquet  sports,  sail- 
ing, soccer,  water  polo,  field  hockey  and 
rowing  energized  our  School  from  Septem- 
ber and  thereafter  throughout  the  year.  I 
believe  that  aspiring  athletes  and  their 
coaches  already  eagerly  await  the  resump- 
tion of  training  and  practice  scheduled  for 
next  September.  Finally,  I  must  dwell  for  a 
moment  on  exceptional  athletic  attainment. 
It  is  twenty-five  years  ago  since  the  School 
first  floated  an  eight-oared  shell  from  its 
Mill  Bay  docks.  It  is  twenty  years  ago  since 
we  won  our  first  Canadian  High  School 
Boys  Championships.  In  this  anniversary 
year,  two  female  Brentonians,  namely  last 
year's  graduate  Heidi  Hackman  and  this 
year's  senior,  Christina  Carlos  represented 
Canada  at  the  Junior  World  Champion- 
ships. Two  U.S.  citizens,  Terran  Senftle- 
ben  and  Peter  Stroble  became  the  first 
Brentonians  to  represent  United  States  sport. 


They  helped  pull  the  American  Eight  to  a 
Fifth  place  finish  in  World  Youth  Games. 
Canada,  in  selecting  its  junior  mens'  coxed- 
four  chose  the  entire  crew,  apart  from  the 
cox,  from  Brentwood  athletes.  The  four 
won  the  petite  finale  at  the  World  Champi- 
onships, beating  five  other  countries  and 
rowing  the  fifth  best  time  on  the  final  day. 

This  chronicle  of  achievement  contin- 
ues with  the  accomplishments  of  our  men's 
heavy  eight.  We  had  wins  over  freshman 
crews  from  major  U.S.  universities  such  as 
the  University  of  Washington  Huskies.  This 
year,  Mr.  Carr  and  the  boys  decided  to 
pursue  the  North  American  School  Boy 
Championships  rather  than  defending  our 
dominant  position  in  Canada.  Travelling  to 
Virginia  in  late  May,  the  heavy  eight  quali- 
fied for  the  finals  of  the  North  American 
Championship  and  in  what  Captain  Greg 
Hughes  described  as  an  incredible  perform- 
ance by  a  crew  that  was  empowered  as 
much  by  commitment  and  teamwork  as  it 
was  by  pure  athletic  talent,  the  Brentwood 
crew  finished  first  and  took  the  North 
American  Championship.  
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To  the  captains,  coaches,  athletes  and 
supportive  parents  go  my  thanks  and  con- 
gratulations for  responding  so  magnificently 
to  a  wonderful  array  of  athletic  opportuni- 
ties. 

Driven  by  students  and  staff  who  seem 
to  possess  an  inexhaustible  reservoir  of 
energy  and  ideas,  the  Fine  Art  school  was 
equally  productive.  More  concerts,  with  a 
greater  variety  propelled  our  busy  calendar 
of  events.  "Nicholas  Nickleby",  "A  Com- 
edy of  Errors",  and  a  very  special  evening 
of  Jazz  and  Dance  were  encouraging  and 
enriching  Visual  Art  displays  which  re- 
vealed the  results  of  hundreds  of  hours  of 
rehearsal  and  practice.  However,  may  I 
single  out  three  observations  which,  for  me, 
had  special  meaning. 

The  first  relates  to  our  visual  artists  and 
their  instructors.  To  explain  further,  art 
teachers  for  each  student  face  the  challenge 
of  finding  ways  to  train,  to  prescribe  skills, 
to  advise  and  criticize  without  having 
teacher-generated  ideas  triumph  over  a 
student's  creative  processes.  Such  unwel- 
come results  have  happened  here  -  work 
displayed,  though  completed  by  students, 
in  some  instances,  lacked  evidence  of  their 
ideas.  Not  this  year!  We  were  treated  to 
good  work,  some  of  it  skilled  and  creative. 
In  my  view  it  revealed  a  lovely  balance 
between  teacher-influence  and  student  ini- 
tiative. A  subtle  point  perhaps,  but  I  do 
congratulate  the  aspiring  artists  and  their 
instructors  for  achieving  the  kind  of  per- 
sonal relationships  which  generate  such  en- 
couraging outcomes. 

Secondly,  may  I  refer  to  our  Evening  of 
Music,  one  which  highlighted  the  perform- 
ance band,  several  vocalists,  and  many  as- 
piring individual  instrumentalists.  A  spe- 
cial chemistry  prevailed  that  May  evening 
among  the  performers  and  between  them, 
their  director  and  the  audience.  Other  than 
the  joyous  sounds  of  the  performers  and  the 
enthusiastic  applause  they  received,  the 
auditorium  was  free  of  other  reactions. 
Captivated  by  the  quality  of  work,  sur- 
prised and  charmed  in  some  cases  by  the  in- 
dividuals who  presented  it,  the  audience 
and  its  collective  imagination  was  enchanted 
by  the  programme.  It  was  extremely  spe- 
cial for  me,  because  the  young  audience 
with  its  enthusiastic,  sensitive  responses, 
inspired  the  musicians  to  reach  beyond 
their  performance  limits.  For  the  faculty, 
the  concert  represented  a  magical  moment 
and  was  surely  our  best  presentation  of  its 
kind. 


The  'Ladies  of  the  Night,  Ivor  Ford  and 
Karen  Lonsdale  come  next  to  mind.  Mr. 
Ford,  our  resident  feminist  spokesperson 
wrote  the  lyrics  and  composed  the  music 
for  the  show  entitled  "The  Seven  Ages  of 
Woman".  Ably  directed  by  Mrs.  Edna 
Widenmaier,  and  certain  to  advance  the 
feminist  movement  in  all  parts  of  the  world, 
the  show  entertained  us  in  a  very  delightful 
way.  To  the  directors,  our  guest  percus- 
sionist Karen  Lonsdale,  and  players,  Kate, 
Vanessa,  Eliza,  Juliette,  Danielle  and  Ken- 
dall, go  our  congratulations  and  sincere 
thanks. 

Before  launching  a  review  of  our  aca- 
demic year  through  the  presentation  of 
prizes,  I  must  balance  this  report  by  speak- 
ing to  the  effort  which  has  been  made  by  our 
community  to  foster  a  spirit  of  caring,  to 
nurture  consideration  for  others,  and  to  pro- 
mote mutual  respect  and  understanding. 
We  fail  if  we  are  not  relentless  in  pursuit  of 
these  values. 

With  active  support  from  theparentcom- 
munity ,  assistance  from  organizations  such 
as  Earth  Day  International,  and  initiatives 
by  teachers  and  Brentonians,  the  School 
reached  out  to  Russia,  welcoming  from  St. 
Petersburg  Ksenia  Boykova  and  Maksim 
Sokolov.  Ksenia  and  Maksim  shared  their 
vastly  different  experiences  under  commu- 
nism and  now  under  perestroika  with  our 
students  and  we,  for  them,  provided  a 
glimpse  of  our  institutions,  customs  and  so- 
cial life.  From  Plessisville,  Quebec,  we 
welcomed  Pascal  and  Ronald  Vigneault. 
Startling  and  surprising  as  it  may  seem, 
many  of  our  students  report  that  their  meet- 
ings with  Pascal  and  Ronald  were  the  first 
they  have  enjoyed  with  fellow  Canadians 
from  Quebec.  From  John  Paul  College, 
Queensland,  Australia,  in  December  we 
welcomed  Lisa  Casacelli,  Matt  Mackee 
and  Scott  Nichols.  And  finally,  but  in  no 
sense  least  of  all,  we  have  enjoyed  a  very 
warm  and  friendly  three  months  with  Bill 
Kellett  and  Ryan  Rodrigues  from  Trinity 
College  School,  Ontario.  Our  visitors  have 
fostered  in  Brentwood  a  spirit  of  sharing 
and  greater  understanding.  We  hope  that 
they  have  enjoyed  our  community  as  much 
as  we  have  found  it  a  delight  to  develop 
lasting  friendships  with  them. 

Reaching  beyond  our  campus,  Michael 
Tu  and  Mackenzie  Jaims  have  been  on 
exchange  to  Trinity  College  School.  I 
heard  three  or  four  nights  ago  from  John 
Paul  College,  Australia.  They  have  just 
welcomed  Cathy  Anderson  and  Christa 


Pears,  the  Brentwood  representatives  in  the 
exchange  programme.  Perhaps  the  most 
remarkable  opportunity  was  the  invitation 
we  received  from  Earth  Day  International 
to  send  six  representatives  to  the  World 
Conference  on  the  Environment  held  in  Rio 
de  Janeiro.  Disappointing  to  some,  but 
inspiring  to  others  in  our  group,  our  partici- 
pation in  the  Conference  highlighted  a  very 
influential  and  effective  year  for  our  Envi- 
ronmental Society. 

Our  Coast  Guard  Reserve  attracted  in- 
terest from  many  students,  particularly  from 
Grades  8, 9  and  10.  They  have  been  effec- 
tively trained  and  are  playing  an  active  role 
in  fulfilling  the  safety  needs  of  the  local 
marine  community. 

Our  Rambling  Club  continues  to  flour- 
ish, and  each  year  trains  several  individuals 
to  give  effective  leadership  in  respect  to 
outdoor  endeavours.  For  example,  on  May 
8, 1992,  undertheDukeofEdinburgh  Award 
Programme,  graduates  Yasmin  and  Gor- 
don Ali,  Greg  Ipatowicz,  David  Loewen 
and  John  Perry  received  their  Gold  Awards 
from  His  Royal  Highness,  Prince  Philip. 
Taking  advantage  of  yet  another  opportu- 
nity for  desperately-needed  support  and 
service,  over  thirty  students  from  our  School 
further  developed  our  Big  Sister  and  Big 
Brother  Chapter,  the  first  and  only  high 
school  organization  of  its  kind  in  British 
Columbia.  Finally,  our  Student  Activities 
Council  has  given  magnificent  leadership 
to  charitable  initiatives.  The  Brentwood 
community  received  wonderful  responses 
from  parents,  friends,  and  in  particular  from 
the  citizens  of  Cobble  Hill  and  the  Cowichan 
Valley.  Over  $12,000  was  raised  this  past 
year,  as  the  students  exchanged  their  work 
for  donations  to  provincial,  national  and 
international  charities.  The  many  students 
and  staff  involved  in  these  charitable  issues 
do  not  expect  thanks.  Nevertheless,  I  want 
to  express  my  gratitude  to  them. 

Enriched  by  our  educational  opportuni- 
ties, encouraged  by  supportive  parents,  and 
having  the  advantages  provided  by  a  won- 
derful country,  students  from  schools  such 
as  Brentwood  must  cast  a  ray  of  hope  on 
those  less  fortunate  in  our  communities, 
some  of  which  are  very  troubled  at  this 
time.  With  the  idea  of  service  very  much  in 
mind,  Brentwood  has  tried  to  do  its  best  this 
past  year.

VALEDICTORIAN'S  ADDRESS 


Honoured  Guests,  Parents,  Staff  Members,  and  fellow  Graduates: 


I  am  very  honoured  to  be  standing  here  today;  it  is  the  end  of  a  process  which  began  at  approximately  2:00pm  on  Thursday,  September 
7th,  1 988 .  Let  me  tell  you  about  that  afternoon;  I  remember  it  so  very  well.  My  parents  drove  me  through  the  gates  of  Brentwood  College 
School  to  start  (and  possibly  complete)  my  Grade  Nine  year.  When  our  car  approached  Privett  House,  I  hesitantly  got  out,  then  eagerly 
searched  for  some  adult  to  show  me  the  whereabouts  of  my  dorm-to-be.

Throughout  the  years,  Brentwood  has  nurtured  us  with  comfort  and  caring,  has  guided  us  in  a  professional  manner,  preparing  us  for  this 
moment  of  farewell  and  for  what  lies  in  the  future. 


Today,  however,  we  are  not  just  saying  goodbye  to  Brentwood;  we  are  also  saying  goodbye  to  each  other.  Over  the  years  we  have  lived 
and  grown  beside  each  other.  We  have  established  our  friends.  And  at  a  moment  of  parting,  it  is  most  important  that  we  realize  who 
our  friends  really  are  and  how  they've  supported  us  through  bad  times  and  celebrated  with  us  through  good  times.  Although  we  all  are 
closer  to  certain  people  than  to  others,  we  are  a  united  grad  class.  Perhaps  what  satisfies  me  most  is  that  we  all  respect  each  other  well 
enough  to  live  comfortably  together.  We  understand ,  appreciate  and  enjoy  our  similarities  and  we  give  our  best  effort  to  share  and  respect 
each  other's  differences.  Next  year  we  will  be  breaking  away  into  our  own  individual  lives,  settling  down  in  places  all  over  the  world 
from  Fort  St.  James,  B.C.  to  Hong  Kong,  but  we  will  all  be  richer  and  stronger  because  we  have  briefly  known  each  other. 

Each  of  you  will  succeed  because  each  and  every  one  of  you  has  the  ambition  and  tenacity  to  achieve  success.  Let  your  mind  and  heart 
show  the  path  and  don't  let  anything  get  in  the  way  of  the  dreams  you  are  striving  for.  What  was  once  stated  by  Sonny  and  Cher  is,  I 
think,  most  pertinent  to  Grad  '92:  "There  ain't  no  hill  or  mountain  we  can't  climb." 

One  last  thank  you  and  probably  the  most  important  of  all,  is  to  our  parents.  They  are  the  ones  we  should  really  thank  for  the  pleasure 
and  success  of  this  day.  They're  the  ones  who  cheered  us  up  when  we  were  unhappy.  They're  the  ones  who  loved  us  when  we  needed 
it.  And,  after  all,  we  wouldn't  be  here  today  if  not  for  them,  because  they're  also  the  ones  who  paid  for  our  Brentwood  tuition! 


To  conclude,  on  a  more  personal  note,  I'd  like  to  say  that  I  had  some  great  times  here  at  Brentwood.  The  experience,  even  though  there 
were  some  hard  times,  has  been  extremely  beneficial,  for  Brentwood  has  offered  a  sanctuary,  one  which  we  must  now  leave  for  the 
challenges  of  the  real  world.  I'm  definitely  reluctant  to  see  all  my  friends  leave  today,  but  have  faith  in  you,  and  we  should  all  have  faith 
in  each  other,  because  if  we  are  not  for  ourselves,  then  who  will  be  for  us? 


I'd  like  to  conclude  with  one  of  my  favourite  quotations.  Grad  '92  will  succeed:

Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  after- 
noons have  produced  a  new  crop  of  potters 
this  year,  some  highly  experienced,  after 
two  years'  exposure  to  clay  and  some  less 
experienced  but  equally  committed. 

Dan  McLeod,  winner  of  the  senior 
throwing  prize  and  Laura  Fritz,  handbuilder 
extraordinaire,  both  earned  their  senior 
colours  and  gave  invaluable  direction  and 
leadership  in  the  pottery  room  throughout 
the  year.  If  I  was  delayed,  these  two  ran 
the  wheel  and  handbuilding  sections  of  the 
class  like  professionals! 

Tim  Lethin,  in  Grade  11,  showed  an 
ability  and  a  potential  for  truly  outstand- 
ing work  on  the  wheel  such  as  I  have  not 
seen  for  several  years,  probably  since 
another  Lethin  showed  us  remarkable  work 
on  the  wheel.  Meanwhile,  in  the  handbuild- 
ing section,  Sawa  Yamamoto  and  Kathryn 
Blazecka  expressed  their  personal  visions 
in  beautifully  imaginative  work  through- 
out the  year.

We  began  this  year  with  a  series  of  projects 
designed  to  introduce  the  techniques  and 
principles  of  visual  expression.  Students 
drew  and  painted  from  objects  and  pro- 
gressed to  finished  compositions.  The 
texture,  surface,  dimension,  colours  and 
individual  character  of  the  objects  were 
exploited  to  achieve  an  interesting  picture. 
After  a  demonstration  of  pastel  portrait 
techniques,  students  then  dove  in  to  pro- 
duce rather  amazing  distortions,  cartoons, 
and  in  some  cases  a  likeness  of  their  fellow 
classmates.  Sawa  Yamamoto  and  Rob

James  Weldon,  William 
Coats,  Liz  Hargreaves  and  Andy  Ho  cre- 
ated individual  letters  expressing  their  wit, 
imagination  and  sense  of  humour. 
Printmaking  played  a  major  part  in  our 
creative  journey  the  second  half  of  the  year. 
Students  produced  lino-cuts,  collagraphs, 
drypoints  and  silkscreens.  Jenny  Rossi, 
Mariska  Richters  and  Esther  MacKinnon 
made  beautiful  lino-cut  prints.  The  print 
medium  demands  a  disciplined  approach 
towards  image-making  and  the  students  as 
a  whole  met  the  challenge  successfully. 
Leonard  Shen  drew  several  beautiful  land- 
scapes using  colored  pencil  techniques  he 
developed  over  the  year.  Carmen  Dyck, 
Sawa  Yamamoto,  Larry  Lu,  Leonard  Liu  in 
dry-point  and  Charles  Gossett,  Martin  Long, 
and  Jennifer  Wilke  in  silk-screen  produced 
exceptional  work. 

For  their  final  project  students  were  en- 
couraged to  work  within  a  chosen  subject 
area  and  medium.  Daniel  McLeod  made 
paper  while  others  further  developed  their 
skills  in  pastels  and  printmaking,  drawing 
and  water  colors.  The  airbrush  technique 
was  introduced  this  year  and  a  small  group 
worked  very  hard  to  learn  airbrush  tech- 
niques.

I  will  always  remember  the  thrill  I 
received  that  one  morning  when  Mr. 
Digby  pulled  me  aside,  pointed  straight 
at  me  and  simply  said:  'Nicholas'.  When 
he  walked  away  without  another  word 
I  was  left  stunned,  standing  there  think- 
ing about  what  it  meant.  The  lead  in  the 
school  play!  I  was  soon  to  find,  how- 
ever, that  this  was  not  quite  the  case. 
Although  I  was  indeed  the  'lead',  sim- 
ply through  sheer  volume  of  lines,  I 
discovered  that  Nicholas  was  buta  pivot 
for  the  incredible  diversity  and  richness 
of  character  and  plot  that  swirled  about 
him.  From  the  wretched  faces  of  Do- 
theboys  Hall  to  old  grumbling  Peg, 
every  actor  had  to  rise  above  and  turn 
his  own  character  into  the  'lead'. 

I  would  always  be  a  tinge  envious  of 
the  Mantalinis  and  Wagstaffes,  a  tinge 
envious  that  I  couldn '  t  plaster  a  wart  on 
my  face  and  go  'to  the  hilt' .  But  if  I  ever 
regret  getting  my  part,  I  just  think  of  the 
job  I  had  being  on  stage  with  Mark, 
trembling  as  Smike,  or  staring  into 
Sara's  glowing  eyes,  or  playing  Romeo 
to  Kate's  overzealous  Juliet.

We,  at  the  begin- 
ning amateurs  in  every  sense,  had  the 
opportunity  to  work  with  original  stag- 
ing (what  did  he  call  it:  The  Digby-an 
Thrust?)  and  unique  characters  (not  just 
those  in  the  script,  either!).  Nicholas 
Nickleby  required  outrageous  yet  con- 
trolled acting,  and  sure,  firm  blocking, 
because  we  all  knew  for  every  audience 
member  in  front  of  us  there  was  one 
behind  us;  slip  ups  two  feet  away  are  all 
too  easily  noticed.  In  such  a  pressure 
situation  I  learned  more  about  acting 


than  I  likely  will  for  a  long  time. 

But  for  all  the  fretting  and  heart- 
ache, it  was  damn  fun.  I  will  always 
remember  brainstorming  ideas  for 
'Romeo  and  Juliet'  and  I  will  never 
forget  listening  to  the  stage  managers 
flirt  over  those  crazy  headsets  while 
we  were  sweating  over  our  next  en- 
trance. Nor  will  I  ever  stop  smiling  at 
the  memory  of  Mr.  Digby  trying  to 
make  yet  another  pun  on  'Cheeryble' 
or 'Pluck  and  Pyke'.  Of  course,  Chris 
still  hasn't  forgiven  me  for  slugging 
him  for  real  on  opening  night.  I  can  re- 
member thinking  'Wasn'the  supposed 
to  spin  around  and  then  fall?'  At  least 
his  wart  stayed  on. 

In  the  end,  when  it  was  all  over,  and 
we  had  taken  our  last  waving  bow,  I 
wearily  thought  'That's  it,  it's  over.'

It  has  been  a 
great  credit  to  the  House  Captain,  his  assis- 
tants and  the  prefect  body  as  a  whole,  that 
this  "alien  majority"  very  quickly  became 
part  of  the  house  and  accepted  comfortably 
the  expectations  and  demands  made  of  them . 
In  interhouse  competition,  we  have  again 
done  extremely  well.  Perhaps  the  inter- 
house cross-country  best  exemplifies  the 
need  for  house  spirit  and  unity  and,  in  this 
event,  in  spite  of  having  very  few  "stars", 
the  overall  cohesive  group  effort  proved 
devastating.

That  famous  indicator  of  many  things,  from 
fitness  to  attitude,  the  Pre-Season  Training 
Camp,  did  send  out  some  fairly  strong 
signals  that  this  year's  fifteen  was  not  going 
to  have  the  maturity  or  the  experience  of 
some  of  it  recent  predecessors.  As  one 
coach  reached  for  the  hair-restorer  and  the 
other  for  the  pristine  bottle  of  Grecian  for- 
mula, the  sheer  willingness  and  spirit  of  the 
group  proved  to  be  enough  to  calm  then- 
mentors'  troubled  minds.  The  only  sadness 
of  the  season  is  that  the  statistics  defnitely 
do  not  do  justice  to  Captain  Michael 
Decore's  XV. 

A  number  of  games  were  lost  by  a  narrow 
margin:  6-12  and  9-12  to  the  outstanding 
Shawnigan  team,  21-23  in  the  closing 
minutes  to  the  highly  touted  Belfast  Royal 
Academyand  10-1 1  to  Semiahmou ,  peren- 
nial high-school  championship  contenders. 
Those  familiar  with  the  "triumphs  and  dis- 
asters" of  competition  in  any  sport  will 
recognize  and  make  the  connection  be- 
tween a  team's  experience  and  its  success 
in  close  encounters  of  any  kind.  The  younger 
players  will  have  benefitted  enormously 
from  the  humility  that  defeat  should  engen- 
der, while  the  only  fortunate  aspect  of  the 
season  for  the  small  nucleus  of  experienced 
players  was  that  all  of  them  had  already 
savoured  their  moments  of  success  last 
year. 

In  the  circumstances,  a  settled  XV  took 
some  time  to  declare  itself  as  an  unusually 
high  number  of  players  were  permutated 
around  certain  positions.  In  the  front  row, 
Jeremy  Cook  was  the  outstanding  forward, 
giving  an  inspirational  lead  on  the  field  of 
play.  On  the  other  side,  at  tight-head  prop, 
Terran  Senftleben,  really  an  effective  back- 
row  player,  responded  to  the  need  admira- 
bly and  worked  very  hard  at  his  new  posi- 
tion. In  between  these  two,  Rory  Sinclair 
held  off  persistent  challenges  by  the  2nd 
XV  captain,  Robin  Bobocel,  and  became  a 
key  forward  whose  mobility  was  invalu- 
able. In  the  boilerhouse  of  the  second-row, 
we  had  size  and  willingness  but  little  real 
experience,  and,  after  some  yo-yo  busi- 


ness, Chris  Jess  and  Zach  Myers  secured 
the  spots,  with  some  wholehearted  efforts. 
Sal  Parlatore  also  performed  for  a  time  in 
the  second  row  with  a  certain  distinction  for 
one  so  short  in  background  in  rugby.  Else- 
where in  the  pack,  Chris  Jackson's  ball- 
playing  abilities  established  him  early  as  a 
number  eight  of  some  class  while  two  grade 
elevens,  Ian  Asselstine  and  Gordon  Turn- 
bull,  eventually  secured  the  two  break 
positions,  going  from  strength  to  strength 
thereafter. 

In  abackline  which,  somewhat  fortunately, 
was  especially  notable  for  excellent  tack- 
ling, the  tone  was  set  by  the  vice-captain, 
Charlie  Bruce.  In  a  style  reminiscent  of  the 
Jake  La  Motta,  "Raging  Bull"  approach  to 
boxing,  Charlie's  head-down  commitment 
was  inspirational  to  those  around  him  and 
admirable  for  one  of  his  stature.  He  com- 
bined well  with  his  centre  partner,  Patrick 
Jones  who  came  on  in  leaps  and  bounds  as 
the  season  went  on.  Rivalling  Charlie, 
however,  in  the  realm  of  putting  a  relatively 
slight  body  on  the  line  in  defence  were  the 
young  half-backers,  Sean  Fauth  and  Sam 
Boyte.  Both  of  these  players  revelled  in  the 
unglamorous  chore  of  cover-tackling  and 
both  made  great  progress  in  the  technical 
aspects  of  their  demanding  positions.  Fur- 
ther out,  on  the  wings,  the  starting  four  were 
Faizal  Charania  and  Trevor  Kilian.  Sadly, 
we  were  robbed  of  Faizal 's  marvellous 
tackling  ability  when  he  sustained  a  serious 
knee  injury  against  Dundee  H.S.  Another 
of  those  small  men  with  huge  hearts,  Faizal 
was  missed,  but  his  replacement,  Jamie 
Stothert,  performed  so  well  that  we  were 
left  to  regret  that  he  had  not  emerged  a  few 
seasons  earlier.  Trevor  Kilian,  another 
relative  newcomer  to  the  game,  showed 
many  flashes  of  genuine  promise  and  gained 
very  considerably  in  overall  confidence, 
which  augurs  well  for  next  season. 
Anchoring  the  side  at  full-back,  in  more 
ways  than  one,  was  Michael  Decore.  His 
influence  on  what  this  team  did  on  and  off 
the  field  was  enormous.  As  a  player, 
Michael  has  the  skill  and  knowledge  to  play

anywhere  in  the  backline,  and  his  commit- 
ment to  the  cause  was  relentless.  The 
abiding  memory  for  me  will  be  the  com- 
manding second  half  performance  he  gave 
in  the  final  game  against  Shawnigan  when 
he  moved  from  full-back  to  fly-half  and 
almost  turned  the  game  around  for  us.  Both 
my  coaching  partner,  John  Allpress,  and  I 
remain  extremely  appreciative  of  Michael's 
and  his  cohort  Charlie's,  very  considerable 
efforts  this  season.  In  addition,  the  often 
unsung  contribution  of  the  other  members 
of  A  group,  the  2nd  XV,  deserve  special 
mention.  A  number  of  them,  Stephen  Maile, 
Sal  Parlatore,  Chris  Van  Seters,  Jon  Wilde, 
Ryan  McElgunn  and  Jon  Medori,  performed 
solidly  when  called  upon  to  step  up  into  the 
firsts. 

As  always  it  was  a  great  thrill  to  host 
touring  teams  from  overseas,  this  time  from 
Dundee,  Scotland,  Belfast,  Northern  Ire- 
land and  Rangitahi,  New  Zealand.  What  an 
exceptional  group  of  visitors  they  were, 
with  their  varied  styles  on  and  off  the  field 
epitomizing  the  fellowship  that  rugby  foot- 
ball is  all  about.  We  are  again  indebted  to 
Mrs.  Sarah  Mais  on  staff,  Mrs.  Daphne  An- 
derson and  the  rest  of  our  parent  commu- 
nity whose  marvellous  generosity  makes 
these  opportunities  possible.  Finally,  as  I 
contemplate  quantifying  the  enormous 
contribution  once  again  made  by  John  All- 
press,  I  pause  to  reflect  on  that  very  special 
moment  when  the  Maori  boys  from  Rangi- 
tahi sang  in  the  cafeteria.  Caught  by  the 
emotion  of  the  atmosphere,  I  glanced  over 
at  John  and  knew  that  he  was  feeling  some- 
thing that  is  so  important  to  him,  and  indeed 
to  both  of  us,  something  where  the  winning 
and  losing  became  secondary  -  the  experi- 
ence becomes  the  important  thing.  To 
return  in  a  rather  old-fashioned  way  to 
Kipling,  "if  you  can  meet  those  two  impos- 
ters,  Triumph  and  Disaster,  and  treat  them 
both  the  same ..."

This  season,  the  Colts  were  very  fortu- 
nate to  have  such  a  wide  variety  of  talents  in 
all  positions.

A  few  records  were  broken  by  this  year's 
first  eleven  under  the  captaincy  of  Eliza 
Mais.  No  Brentwood  team  has  ever  scored 
so  many  goals  in  one  season,  nor  has  one 
ever  conceded  so  few.  Of  the  five  goals 
scored  against  us  four  came  at  the  B  .C.  pro- 
vincial tournament  in  the  last  three  days  of 
the  season.  Aoibhinn  Grimes  scored  25 
goals  to  equal  the  individual  record  held  by 
Gillian  Szamosi  after  the  1985  season.  The 
four  leading  goalscorers,  Aoibhinn  (25), 
Pippa  George  (11),  Kathryn  Blazecka  (17) 
and  Danielle  Bourbonnais  (8)  were  all  Grade 
10  and  1 1  students.  That  in  itself  is  some 
kind  of  record  and,  of  course,  it  makes  the 
prospect  of  the  1992  season  very  bright 
indeed. 

For  the  first  time  in  10  years  we  joined 
the  North  Island  league.  We  won  the  league 
with  a  record  of  5  wins  and  one  tie.

We  were  also  able  to  offer,  with  the  flexibil- 
ity now  provided  by  the  sports  timetable,  a 
second  term  of  beginners'  sailing. 

The  summer  term  brought  regattas  in 
Vancouver,  at  Maple  Bay,  at  Shawnigan 
Lake,  and  here  at  Mill  Bay.  We  placed  rea- 
sonably well  in  the  Kitten  Cup,  had  second 
place  in  two  divisions  at  Maple  Bay,  de- 
feated the  Duncan  Doctors  very  narrowly  at 
Mill  Bay  -  yes,  they  do  have  some  excellent 
sailors,  including  a  World  Fireball  cham- 
pion, -  and  managed  to  hold  on  to  the 
Rogers  Cup  in  two  matches  against  Shawni- 
gan Lake  School,  where  the  depth  of  our 


team  worked  to  bring  a  convincing  win. 

This  is  the  first  year  in  the  history  of  the 
Club  where  more  than  one  colour  has  been 
awarded,  and  this  is  a  tribute  to  a  fine  team 
which,  save  for  its  captain,  will  remain 
intact  for  next  year.  All  the  remaining 
members  will  be  sailing  and  racing  through- 
out the  summer  vacation  and  we  look  for- 
ward to  a  high  level  of  performance  from 
this  group  next  year. 

Two  of  the  Club  are  graduating  this 
year,  Jacqueline  Van  Hoist,  who  has  been 
the  most  totally  unflappable,  patient  and 
happy  sailor  in  the  Club's  history,  and 
Drew  Belobaba  whose  long  service,  intelli- 
gent approach  and  quiet  long  hours  behind 
the  scenes  over  the  last  three  years  have 
given  the  Club  the  benefit  of  steadiness  and 
continuity. 

In  closing  I  would  also  like  to  offer  a 
word  of  thanks  to  the  parents  of  our  sailors 
who  have  been  extremely  supportive,  in 
particular  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Belobaba  who  have 
attended  every  local  regatta  for  the  last 
three  years  and  who  have  contributed  their 
time  and  gifts  of  equipment  in  a  most  gen- 
erous manner.

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It  has  been  a  full  year  -  and  a  good  one. 
On  the  first  trip  back  in  September,  we  were 
walking  down  a  stream-bed  toward  a  known 
cave  when  someone  remarked  on  a  dead 
tree  sticking  out  of  a  hole.  We  pulled  it  out, 
set  our  anchor  stations  and  rappeled  into  the 
darkness.  Down  one  hundred  feet  we  found 
a  ledge,  somewhere  to  tie  in  our  second 
rope  and  again  we  walked  over  the  edge 
backwards.  One  hundred  and  fifty  feet 
deeper  we  bottomed  out  in  a  massive  cav- 
ern.

Soon 
we  discovered  that  all  the  passages  were 
dead  ends  except  for  another  vertical  shaft 
the  bottom  of  which  looked  to  be  at  least  a 
rope  length  (50m)  down  -  and  we  are  out  of 
rope.  There  was  nothing  to  do  but  rock 
climb  back  up  our  fixed  ropes  and  vow  to 
return  next  dry  season  to  our  cave.  No  one 
else  had  been  in  it  ever.  We  christened  it 
"Out  of  Rope"  and  went  on  to  explore  two 
more  huge  caves  in  the  area. 

In  January  regular  rambling  class  started 
and  because  of  the  weather  kayaking  was 
emphasized.  January's  only  trip  was  kayak 
surfing  at  Jordan  River.  We  lucked  out  with 


sun  and  good  surf.  In  March  a  camping  trip 
to  Saltspring  Island  was  organized  by  Mat 
and  Jen.  Weekdays  we  hiked  East  Sooke 
Park,  Goldstream,  Mt.  Baldy,  Mt.  Prevost 
and  Mr.  Douglas;  paddled  the  reversing 
falls  in  the  Gorge;  learned  rope  and  rock 
techniques  on  the  wall;  traversed  over 
Millstream  Falls  on  a  rope;  and  mountain 
biked  on  the  Cowichan  And  Koksilah  River 
Trails. 

Third  term  was  blessed  with  the  best 
weather  in  many  years.  As  a  result  there 
were  many  weekend  trips  and  more  swim- 
ming and  diving  than  usual.  Twice  we  went 
rock  climbing  at  Squamish.  Easter  week- 
end we  kayak  surfed  at  Long  Beach.

Third  term  also  saw  the  start 
of  our  new  climbing  wall  addition  helped 
by  Industrial  Formulators  Ltd.  who  do- 
nated the  epoxy. 

Mike  Rose,  the  architect,  commented 
"That's  one  ugly  wall.  Nothing  could  make 


it  look  worse".  With  this  he  broke  the 
impasse  over  aesthetics.  Next  year  we  plan 
to  invite  climbers  from  other  schools  to  the 
first  annual  Brentwood  rock  climbing 
competition.  In  a  related  competition  Jeff 
Lewis  climbed  an  unsupported  stack  of 
eighteen  milk  crates  to  set  a  Vancouver 
Island  high  school  record.

There  we  stood,  the  first  23  Brentwood 
rowers  to  travel  to  Australia,  waiting  at  the 
luggage  carousel  for  our  pretty  white  bags 
to  come  tumbling  down.  Adam  Gray  stood 
at  one  end  of  our  little  crowd,  videoing  the 
bodies  of  his  crewmates  standing  dazed  and 
in  bad  shape.  For  the  first  time  not  only 
Josh  had  that  "greasy"  look!  After  all  the 
airport  formalities  we  turned  ourselves  loose 
in  the  land  down  under. 

On  the  water,  both  the  men's  and 
women's  boats  met  incredibly  fast  compe- 
tition. Highlights,  while  afloat,  include  a 
first  place  finish  in  the  men's  division-two 
four  and  a  second  place  finish  by  the  men's 
varsity  four  in  the  national  championships, 
a  strong  win  at  the  Scotch  Mercantile  Re- 
gatta by  the  girls'  eight,  and  many  powerful 
wins  by  both  groups  in  small  boats  at  a 
Westlakes  head  race.

During  the  Australian  Nationals  in 
Carrum,  the  8+  came  sixth  in  the  finals  and 
at  the  Scotch  Mercantile  Regatta  in  down- 
town Melbourne,  the  8+  came  first  and  the 
4+  placed  third.  The  last  of  our  regattas  was 


held  by  Scotch  College  (Mr.  Beauchamp) 
where  we  raced  in  two  fours  and  singles  for 
fun,  but  challenging  5km  races.  Overall, 
the  experience  that  we  gained  from  the 
Australians  was  valuable  and  proved  to 
help  us  in  the  subsequent  regattas  back  in 
Canada.  Likewise,  the  good  times  in  Aussie 
land  will  always  be  remembered  by  every- 
one and  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Australian 
Tour  Crew  and  especially  Mrs.  Backer  for 
making  those  memories  complete. 


BOYS'  ROWING 


This  was  the  most  surprising  season  that 
I  have  encountered  in  thirty  years  of  coach- 
ing school  sports.  The  end  result  was  a  win 
in  the  senior  eight  at  the  U.S.  Scholastic 
Championship  which  no  one  would  have 
predicted  six  weeks  earlier.  This  success 
was  so  much  sweeter  because  it  was  unex- 
pected. 

The  year  began  with  a  very  modest  sign 
up  for  varsity  rowing  and  indeed,  we  could 
never  have  boated  a  second  eight  from  the 
squad,  even  in  the  Fall.  Interestingly  our 
emphasis  on  sculling  and  personal  devel- 
opment led  to  the  smallest  number  of  drop 
outs  from  the  programme  that  I  can  ever 
remember.  Of  those  that  began  in  the  Fall 
all  but  one  raced  in  the  Brentwood  Regatta 
for  a  varsity  crew.  The  attitude  of  the 
oarsmen  was  on  the  whole  very  positive  but 
their  physical  performance  lagged  behind 
other  crews  of  previous  years.  It  was  not 
until  the  month  of  May  that  their  true  poten- 
tial showed  up  in  testing  results. 

There  was  very  little  in  the  way  of  Fall 
competitions  for  the  varsity  crews  but  a  few 
individuals  were  able  to  attend  some  long 
distance  races  in  Seattle  and  achieved  rea- 
sonable success  in  sculling  and  small  boat 
sweep  crews.  In  the  winter  term  we  en- 
countered the  usual  "Headstyle"  races,  one 
of  which,  on  our  own  Mill  Bay,  has  become 
a  popular  fixture  with  the  B.C.  clubs.  Here 
we  had  a  mixed  bag  of  results  losing  the 
varsity  eight  to  Vic  City  on  one  weekend 
but  winning  clearly  on  the  succeeding  two. 
We  were  furiously  changing  line  ups  and 
looking  for  a  fast  combination  to  take  to 
Australia  but  on  that  score  success  eluded 
us. 

The  group  we  took  to  Australia  con- 
tained seven  of  the  nine  people  who  even- 
tually sat  in  the  first  eight  shell  but  for  some 
reason  we  only  ever  raced  five  of  them  in 
the  eights  we  boated  over  there.  It  was  our 
intention  to  play  the  full  bench  on  the  tour 
and  we  managed  to  race  everybody  in  each 
competition  we  entered.  Our  success  was 
limited  to  two  first  places  in  coxed  fours 
and  one  second  place  in  the  same  boat.  We 
competed  at  the  Australian  Championships 
at  Carrum  near  Melbourne,  Scotch  Mer- 
cantile Regatta  on  the  Yarra  in  the  centre  of 
Melbourne,  and  trained  at  Ballarat,  the 
rowing  site  for  the  1956  Olympics.  The 
experiences  we  had  in  Australia  and  espe-

cially  the  losses  we  took  in  the  eight  oared 
events  opened  the  eyes  of  the  oarsmen  and 
I  believe  this  led  to  our  eventual  successes 
later. 

On  returning  home  we  set  about  finding 
the  right  combination  to  race  in  the  local 
regattas.  One  week  of  seat  racing  identified 
eight  strong  contenders,  the  only  newcom- 
ers being  coxswain  Chris  Park  and  stroke 
Julian  Subda.  Almost  from  the  first  prac- 
tice the  shell  flew  faster  than  anyone  ex- 
pected. Having  found  the  right  recipe  it  was 
only  a  matter  of  fine  tuning  the  crew  to  help 
them  win  the  remainder  of  their  races. 
Following  our  tentative  start  to  the  season 
many  crews  felt  that  this  was  the  year  to 
knock  us  off  the  podium  at  Brentwood. 
Much  to  their  surprise  we  flew  out  of  the 
starting  gates  to  win  the  varsity  eight  by  20 
seconds.  The  varsity  group  also  won  the 
coxed  four  and  pair  while  taking  seconds  in 
the  double  scull  and  quad  scull.  Our  captain 
Greg  Hughes  raced  in  the  lightweight  single 
and  own  by  a  comfortable  margin. 

The  following  weekend  we  were  invited 
to  the  Opening  Day  Regatta  in  Seattle.  Our 
i ace  contained  the  University  of  Washing- 
ton Freshmen  crew  who  were  the  fastest 
crew  on  the  west  coast  in  their  division, 
Marin/Redwood  (San  Francisco)  who  were 
the  fastest  high  school  crew  in  California 
and  Lakeside  School  (Seattle)  who  were 
the  fastest  school  crew  in  the  Pacific  North- 
west. The  Brentwood  crew  were  unchanged 
from  the  previous  weekend  but  were  more 
highly  polished  and  fully  charged  for  this 
event.  They  raced  a  magnificent  race,  hold- 
ing back  in  the  early  going  and  making  their 
move  at  the  half-way  point.  They  moved 
into  the  lead  and  held  on  against  a  tremen- 
dous surge  from  the  Husky  Freshmen  to 
win  the  race  in  5  min  53  seconds,  one  third 
of  a  length  ahead  of  the  Huskies.  An 
exhausted,  delighted  and  still  surprised  crew 
of  Brentwood  boys  accepted  the  shirts  from 
their  larger  Husky  counterparts  when  the 
shells  had  been  put  away. 

Our  victorious  crew  could  not  end  their 
season  without  having  a  shot  at  some  major 
championship  and  although  we  had  made 
no  travel  plans,  we  put  together  a  trip  to  the 
U.S.  Scholastic  Championships  inside  ten 
days.  We  travelled  to  Washington,  D.C.  by 
plane  from  Seattle,  hopped  into  a  rental  bus 
and  drove  thirty  miles  to  Lake  Occoquan  in 


Virginia.  We  borrowed  a  Kaschper  eight,  a 
no  nonsense  standard  hull  without  any  fancy 
fittings,  had  two  shakedown  practices  on 
the  day  before  the  heats  and  went  back  to 
our  hotel  to  rest  up  for  the  big  day.  Disaster 
struck  during  the  night.  Our  bow  oar,  Noel 
Harder,  was  struck  down  with  severe  stom- 
ach cramps  and  it  looked  like  we  could  have 
trouble  boating  a  crew  at  all  as  we  had 
brought  no  spares  along.  Fortunately  we 
managed  to  push  enough  medicine  into 
Noel  to  cure  the  problem  and  a  very  pale 
and  shaken  bow  man  did  actually  find  the 
energy  to  row  in  the  heats.  Our  main  oppo- 
sition in  that  heat  was  St.  Josephs  Prep  from 
Philadelphia  who  had  won  the  prestigious 
Stotesbury  Cup  the  week  before  by  more 
than  a  length  over  the  Eastern  Canadian 
champions  Ridley,  the  New  England  crews 
and  most  other  major  schools  from  the 
eastern  U.S.  Twenty  five  eights  had  en- 
tered the  Heavy  Eight  division  of  that  Stotes- 
bury Regatta.  Even  with  our  ailing  bow  oar 
we  powered  through  the  opposition  to  win 
our  heat  by  open  water,  over  St.  Josephs. 
Of  the  three  heats  of  six  boats  in  our  cham- 
pionships ours  was  the  fastest  heat  time, 
making  us  the  favourite  for  the  final  the 
next  day. 

With  all  eight  oarsmen  healthy  and 
coxwain  Chris  Park  in  a  feisty  but  aggres- 
sive mood  we  went  on  the  water  for  the  final 
showdown.  The  race  did  not  go  at  all  as 
planned  because  we  found  ourselves  in  last 
place  after  thirty  strokes.  We  had  to  edge 
our  way  through  the  field  and  were  even 
with  the  leaders  with  five  hundred  metres  to 
go.  Several  oarsmen  growled  and  one  let  go 
a  primeval  scream  as  they  dug  down  into 
the  spare  tank  to  race  for  the  line.  There  was 
no  answer  from  the  opposition  and  we  went 
into  the  lead  as  the  crews  went  by  the 
grandstand.  By  the  time  we  hit  the  line  we 
had  cleared  the  other  crews  and  ended  up  a 
few  feet  of  open  water  ahead  of  LaSalle 
School  from  Philadelphia  ,with  St.  Josephs 
Prep  pushed  into  third. 

Thus  the  season  ended  with  some  mix- 
ture of  euphoria  and  sense  of  self  satisfac- 
tion that  our  first  champions  experienced 
20  years  ago  as  the  crew  of  '72.  I  hope  we 
will  see  this  crew  return  on  many  anniver- 
saries to  relive  their  moments  of  success.

The 
crew  was  afforded  the  rare  honour  of  being 
invited  by  the  Henley  stewards  to  perform 
the  duties  of  ushers  at  the  regatta  service  at 
the  Henley  parish  church  on  the  Sunday 
morning.  During  this  week  we  were  also 
able  to  visit  Windsor  Castle,  Blenheim 
Palace  and  London. 
Week  Three 

Two  days  of  relaxation  in  sun  and  surf  in 
Bude,  Cornwall,  after  which  we  returned 
via  Stonehenge  to  Kingston.  The  Kingston 
Regatta  was  again  extremely  large  and  com- 
petitive. The  crew  reached  the  semi-final  in 
the  Eight  but  were  narrowly  beaten  by  a 
strong  men's  eight  from  South  Africa. 
Considering  a  weight  difference  of  over 
thirty  pounds  per  man  this  was  a  monumen- 
tal achievement. 

Overall,  the  results  were  impressive  for 
a  high  school  lightweight  crew  and  the  boys 
enjoyed  respect  and  congratulations  from 
all  who  watched  them  and  competed  against 
them.

The  Girls'  Novice  Eight  crew  is  made 
up  of  girls  in  any  grade  who  have  never 
rowed  before.  This  year  we  started  with 
twenty  girls  in  September  of  '91  and  only 
lost  two  of  those,  one  to  a  back  injury  and 
the  other  to  departure  from  Brentwood. 
This  was  a  very  high  continuation  rate 
considering  the  amount  of  time  and  dedi- 
cation a  full  year  sport,  like  rowing,  takes. 
Rowing  is  one  of  the  few  sports  that  gets  to 
experience  the  four  seasons  and  it  is  a 
special  group  of  people  who  decide  to 
weather  those  many  months. 

With  such  a  large  group  this  year,  we 
were  able  to  boat  two  eights.  The  first 


boat,  selected  from  a  series  of  physical  tests 
was  sent  to  represent  Brentwood  at  the 
School  Championships  in  St.  Catharines. 
They  competed  against  female  athletes  who 
had  been  rowing  a  bit  longer,  in  the  junior 
events. 

The  second  boat,  coached  by  Mrs. 
Backer,  competed  at  the  novice  level  and 
attended  all  of  the  local  regattas.  From  the 
crew's  first  one  hundred  strokes  counted 
without  catching  a  crab  to  our  open  water 
first  place  finish  over  2,000  meters  at  the 
Delta  Deas  Regatta,  our  successes  were 
many  while  the  struggles  seemed  few.

Excerpt  from  the  Times-Colonist  newspaper  April,  1992: 


It's  cleaner.  It's  friend- 
lier. And  it's  well-stocked. 

Boykova  and  schoolmate 
Max  Sokolov,  17,  have  been 
guests  of  Brentwood  College 
in  Mill  Bay  for  four  weeks. 
The  college  hopes  to  arrange 
an  exchange  for  its  own  stu- 
dents later. 

Boykova  was  over- 
whelmed by  her  first  visit  to  a 
Victoria  supermarket.  Rus- 
sians have  learned  to  live  with 
food  shortages  and  lengthy 
lineups,  she  said. 

"Before,  food  was  avail- 
able but  there  were  long  lines. 
Then  everybody  started  to 
horde  and  spend  all  their 
money  on  food,"  Boykova 
said.  "Now,  we  have  coupons 
that  limit  how  much  you  can 
have.  But  we  still  don't  have 
food,  and  when  it  comes  into 
the  stores,  it's  gone  right 
away." 

Despite  fresh  air,  more 
trees  and  friendlier  people  on 
the  Island,  Boykova  and 
Sokolov  say  Russia  is  home. 
Both  hope  to  study  at  Cana- 
dian universities  after  gradu- 
ating from  Grade  1 1 ,  the  final 
school  year  in,  in  two  months. 
But  they  plan  to  bring  their 
newfound  knowledge  back  to 
Russia  later. 

Sokolov,  who  wants  to  be 
a  dentist,  found  out  during  an 
emergency  root  canal  this 


week  that  Russian  dentistry 
is  30  years  behind.  "I'm 
impressed  by  all  the  equip- 
ment," said  Sokolov,  adding 
that  anesthetic  is  unheard  of 
in  Russian  dental  clinics. 

Sokolov  faces  two  or  three 
years  in  the  army  if  he  isn't 
accepted  into  university  this 
fall.  He  has  to  do  well  on  10 
exams  to  qualify. 

Boykova  plans  a  career  in 
marketing,  a  profession  that's 
all  but  unknown  in  a  country 
that  had  no  advertising  up 
until  six  months  ago. 

"I  don't  know  if  I'll  be 
able  to  specialize  in  market- 
ing at  university  because  it's 
so  new,"  Boykova  said. 

The  students  noticed  a  dra- 
matic difference  in  curricu- 
lum between  Brentwood  and 
St.  Petersburg's  160th  High 
School. 

Russian  schools  offer  only 
academics,  said  Sokolov, 
whereas  B.C.  schools  teach 
sports  and  fine  arts  as  well. 

In  addition  to  field  trips  to 
the  Vancouver  Stock  Ex- 
change and  the  ballet  while 
in  B.C.,  the  students  were 
introduced  to  a  market  econ- 
omy in  a  project  that  took 
them  from  the  Wikkerink 
Dairy  Farm  to  a  processing 
plant,  a  supermarket,  real  es- 
tate offices  and  a  credit  un- 
ion.

*  Language  - 1  learned  that  it 
is  important  to  slow  down  my 
speech,  so  that  it  is  easier  to 
be  understood.  I  also  devel- 
oped communication  skills  to 
get  a  message  across.  This  is 
probably  the  hardest  part 
about  moving  to  a  new  cul- 
ture. 

*  Environment  -  It  is  impor- 
tant to  learn  how  to  handle  a 
six  day  school  week,  which 
one  never  finds  in  any  Aus- 
tralian school.  I  learned  how 
to  fit  into  a  whole  new  culture 
or  way  of  life. 

*  Shopping  -  Most  clothing 
is  much  cheaper,  which  makes 
shopping  enjoyable.  The 
problems  arise  with  GST 
being  added  to  everything.  I 
did  not  find  this  in  many  other 
countries. 

*  Learning  to  accept  others 
is  important  in  a  new  culture. 
I  found  very  quickly  that 
everybody  is  different  so  to 
be  able  to  fit  in  it  is  important 
to  accept  people  as  they  are.
